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DETAILED ACTION 

Priority 

Applicant is reminded that in order for a patent issuing on the instant application 
to obtain the benefit of priority based on priority papers filed in parent Application No. 
09/776,678 under 35 U.S.C. 1 19(a)-(d) or (f), a claim for such foreign priority must be 
made in this application. In making such claim, applicant may simply identify the 
application containing the priority papers. 

Information Disclosure Statement 

The information disclosure statement filed 12/04/2003 fails to comply with 37 
CFR 1 .98(a)(2), which requires a legible copy of each U.S. and foreign patent; each 
publication or that portion which caused it to be listed; and all other information or that 
portion which caused it to be listed. It has been placed in the application file, but the 
information referred to therein has not been considered. 

Specification 

The title of the invention is not descriptive. A new title is required that is clearly 
indicative of the invention to which the claims are directed. 

The abstract of the disclosure is objected to because it not clearly states which is 
new in the art to which the invention pertains as claimed. Correction is required. See 
MPEP§ 608.01(b). 
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Claim Objections 

Claims 1-4 objected to under 37 CFR 1.75 as being a substantial duplicate of 
claims 15-18 of the parent Application No. 09/776,678. When two claims in an 
application are duplicates or else are so close in content that they both cover the same 
thing, despite a slight difference in wording, it is proper after allowing one claim to object 
to the other as being a substantial duplicate of the allowed claim. See MPEP 
§ 706.03(k). 

Double Patenting 

Claims 1-4 of this application conflict with claims 15-18 of Application No. 

09/776,678. 37 CFR 1 .78(b) provides that when two or more applications filed by the 

same applicant contain conflicting claims, elimination of such claims from all but one 

application may be required in the absence of good and sufficient reason for their 

retention during pendency in more than one application. Applicant is required to either 

cancel the conflicting claims from all but one application or maintain a clear line of 

demarcation between the applications. See MPEP § 822. 

A rejection based on double patenting of the "same invention" type finds its 
support in the language of 35 U.S.C. 101 , which states, "whoever invents or discovers 
any new and useful process ... may obtain a patent therefor ..." (Emphasis added). 
Thus, the term "same invention," in this context, means an invention drawn to identical 
subject matter. See Miller v. Eagle Mfg. Co., 151 U.S. 186 (1894); In re Ockert, 245 
F.2d 467, 114 USPQ 330 (CCPA 1957); and In re Vogel, 422 F.2d 438, 164 USPQ 619 
(CCPA 1970). 

A statutory type (35 U.S.C. 101) double patenting rejection can be overcome by 
canceling or amending the conflicting claims so they are no longer coextensive in 
scope. The filing of a terminal disclaimer cannot overcome a double patenting rejection 
based upon 35 U.S.C. 101. 
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Claims 1-4 are provisionally rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 as claiming the same 
invention as that of claims 15-18 of copending Application No. 09/776,678. This is a 
provisional double patenting rejection since the conflicting claims have not in fact been 
patented. 

Conclusion 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
Applicant's disclosure. 

Yeo (US 6084648 A) discloses a process for fabricating the liquid crystal display 
with the gate line 12L automatically separated from the shorting bar 18 because the 
connection region has such a width to allow the anodic oxide layer 13 to be formed on 
the whole part thereof. 

Kim et al. (US 6128051 A) disclose a method for manufacturing the active panel 
comprising steps of forming the shorting bar connector 167 formed of the same 
material, i.e. aluminum or aluminum alloy, which is used to form the gate line 1 13a and 
the gate pad 1 15a; and the step of forming a cutting hole 165 for exposing the shorting 
bar connector 167 (see FIG. 4e). 

Lim (US 6045647A) discloses a TFT-LCD includes a plurality of odd lines 23 and 
even lines 24 alternately connected to a first shielding bar 20, cutting regions 25 
separate even lines 24 from first shielding bar 20. Even lines 24, however, are 
connected to a second shielding bar 21a.
